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ADDRESS. 


1 HE  fubjedt  for  which  we  now  claim  the  public 
'Mention  is  a difcovery  of  no  common  importance, 
;rc.  . involves  the  fafety  and  happinefs  of 
mankind,  and  comes  home  to  the  feelings  of  every 
family,  and  of  every  bofom  : a difcovery  which  in  its 
confequences  will  not  be  of  partial  or  local  operation, 
but  is  equally  interefting  to  every  rank,  clafs  and 
ftation  in  fociety : nor  are  its  benefits  confined  to  a 
Tingle  country,  or  a fingle  age;  they  extend  to  the 
whole  world,  and  to'  the  remotefl  pofterity. 

Our  familiarity  with  any  difeafe  is  too  apt  to  ren- 
der us  indifferent  to  its  effedls,  when  not  immediately 
connedled  with  our  perfonal  feelings,  and  to  lead  us 
to  confider  its  ravages  as  refulting  from  the  eflablifhed 
courfe  and  order  of  nature.  It  is  the  province  of 
reafon  to  corredt  thefe  prejudices;  to  roufe  us  from 
this  fupinenefs ; and  when  a difcovery  is  made,  un- 
equalled in  the  hiftory  of  the  healing  art,  which  af 
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lords  an  antidote  to  one  of  the  moft  fatal  and  diftref- 
fing  of  all  difeafes,  it  would  be  die  higheft  ingratitude 
to  the  Author  of  our  being  to  reject  the  boon  fo  pro- 
videntially offered,  fo  that  it  becomes  the  duty,  as  well 
as  intereft,  of  every  individual  to  ufe  his  beft  exertions 
in  promoting  its  adoption  and  enfuring  its  fuccefs. 

We  therefore  exhort  every  man  who  has  any  juft 
regard  for  himfelf,  for  his  family,  for  his  friends, 
or  for  his  country,  to  examine  and  to  decide. 

Many  centuries  have  nc\  .'apfed  nice  die  Str.a'i 
Pox  began  its  deftruttive  ...  .1  fo  .-My 

this  calamity  been  extended,  that  fcarcely  a fpot  on 
the  habitable  globe  has  efcaped  its  ravages.  In  fome 
parts  of  the  world  it  has  appeared  only  at  uncertain 
intervals,  fpreading  its  defolating  contagion  widi  fuch 
rapidity  as  to  exterminate  whole  tribes  of  people:  in 
other  countries  it  ha6  taken  permanent  root,  and  by 
becoming  as  it  were  domefticated,  has  purfued  a more 
moderate  courfe  of  deftrudlion ; but  ftill,  even  in  this 
ifland,  and  in  the  other  civilized  parts  of  Europe, 
it  is  actually  fatal  to  at  leaft  one  twelfth  part  of  the 
human  fpecies. 

Small-pox,  when  received  by  contagious  effluvia, 
(or  in'  the  natural  way  as  it  is  termed)  is,  in  a large 
proportion  of  cafes,  a fevere  and  deplorable  malady, 
fhocking  and  loathfome  to  the  fenfes,  and  to  the  fufferer 
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peculiarly  painful  and  diltreffing.  It  is  almoft  equally 
deftru&ive  to  all  ranks  and  dalles  of  fociety;  nor  is 
the  rifle  to' life  the  only  caufe  for  dreading  its  attack; 
fince,  even  when  not  fatal,  it  often  leaves  indelible 
fears,  often  produces  weaknefs  of  fight,  and  even  in- 
curable blindnefs,*  and  tends,  in  a peculiar  degree,  to 
excite  fcrophula  and  other  difeafes. 

To  mitigate  the  feverity  of  Small-pox,  the  pra&ice 
of  inoculation  was  introduced  into  England  about 
eighty  years  ago,  and  has  fpread  at  different  periods, 
(though  flowly  and  partially)  into  the  mod  civilized 
parts  of  Europe.  Many  were  the  difficulties  it  had 
10  encounter  from  prejudice,  ignorance,  and  timidity, 
and  from  the  unlkilfulnefs  of  its  earlieft  promoters; 
but  experience  has  fo  fully  eftabliffied  its  character, 
that  the  eminent  fuperiority  of  the  inoculated  over  the 
natural  Small-pox  has  long  ceafed  to  be  called  in 
quell  ion. 

However,  the  friends  of  Small-pox  inoculation  have 
had  to  lament  imperfections  which  no  art  could  ob- 
viate, and  to  deplore  an  evil  of  no  inconfiderable 
magnitude,  which  has  attended  its  partial  adoption. 
Though  its  mildnefs,  compared  with  the  natural  dif-

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eafc,  has  been  fuch  as  to  reduce  the  number  of  fatal 
cafes  from  one  out  of  fix  infe&ed  perfons  (the  ave- 
rage proportion  of  death  by  the  natural  Small-pox)  to 
about  one  in  three  hundred,  {till  this  degree  of  rifle 
muft  give  fome  alarm  to  the  anxious  parent,  when 
the  life  of  a beloved  child  is  at  {take;  nor  has  inocu- 
lation been  able  in  all  cafes  to  prevent  the  unfightly 
fears  and  deformities,  and  the  fubfequent  injury  to 
general  health,  which  are  the  lamentable  confequences 
of  a fevere  form  of  this  difeafe.  But  the  pofitive  evil 
produced  by  the  partial  adoption  of  Small-pox  inocu- 
lation has  been  a more  extenfive  propagation  of  the 
diforder  in  the  natural  way ; for  though  this  conta- 
gion might  perhaps  have  been  exterminated  by  a vi- 
gorous fyftem  of  univerfal  inoculation  carried  on  at 
the  fame  time.' in  every  part  of  the  kingdom,  yet  as 
this  plan  was  never  purfued,  the  necefiary  confequence 
has  been,  that  whilft  individuals  have  been  receiving 
the  infe&ion  by  the  mild  method  of  inoculation,  they 
have  been  uniformly  fpreading  it  abroad  under  the 
terrible  form  of  general  contagion.  Before  inocula- 
tion was  introduced,  many  remote  and  little  fre- 
quented Gtuations  might  be  found,  where  the  in- 
habitants had  efcaped  the  Small-pox  during  the  courfe 
of  a long  life : but  fince  this  pra&ice  has  been  ex- 
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tended  widely,  and  without  precaution  (the  inter- 
courfe  between  diftant  parts  of  the  kingdom  haying 
at  the  fame  time  become  more  frequent),  fcarcely  a 
village  or  hamlet  in  the  molt  retired  corner  of  the 
ifland  can  be  pointed  out,  which  has  not  been  re- 
peatedly vifited  by  this  contagion.  Inoculation,  there- 
fore, has  been  faving  with  one  hand,  and  deftroying 
with  the  other ; and  authentic  documents  prove  an 
aftual  incrcafe  of  late  years  in  the  mortality  of  Small- 
pox of  about  feventeen  in  every  thoufand.  On  a fair 
unexaggerated  ftatement,  three  thoufand  lives  ill 
London  and  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  (qrty  thou- 
fard  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  annually  the  direct 
vi&ims  of  the  Small-pox,  befides  a great  mortality 
occafioned  by  diforders  confequent  upon  this  difeafe. 
Other  countries  fuffer  ftill  more  from  this  calamity  than 
o ur  own  5 and  it  is  important  to  remark,  that  this  facri- 
i'.'.-e  of  life  occurs  for  the  moft  part  at  an  early  period, 

■ hofe  who  might  otherwife  have  become  ufeful  and 
v.‘  ’ able  members  of  fociety. 

All  the  difadvantages  under  which  the  inoculation  of 
Sm  all -pox  has  hitherto  laboured,  all  the  rilk  to  life 
ana  general  health  which  has  attended  its  ufe,  and  all 
via  izard  of  fpreading  a moll  dangerous  contagion, 

are  aow  however  completely  removed  by  the  invaiu 
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able  difeovery  of  our  countryman  Dr.  Junker.  A 
diieafe  has,  from  time  immemorial,  been  known  in 
certain  parts  of  the  kingdom  to  exift  in  the  Cow,  to 
be  communicated  from  this  animal  to  the  hands  of 
milkers,  and  to  fecure  perfons,  thus  infe&ed,  from  ever 
after  receiving  the  contagion  of  Small-pox.  Thisdifeafe 
Dr.  Jenner  has  moft  happily  applied  to  the  purpofe 
of  inoculation;  and  the  ineftimable  advantages,  which 
it  is  found  to  poflefs,  are  fo  fully  eftablifhed  by  many 
thoufand  experiments,  as  to  enable  us  to  afiert,'  with- 
out fear  of  contradiction,  that  by  this  eafy,  fafe,  and 
effectual  ^rocefs,  the  Small-pox  may  be  fpeedily  exter- 
minated from  this  kingdom,  and  ultimately  from  the 
whole  earth. 

The  following  are  the  peculiar  advantages  of  tin 
new  inoculation;  It  is  never  contagious  by  eflluvj;, 
or  by  any  other  known  mode  of  infection,  except  '■ 
actual  contact  or  infertion  of  matter  ’;  and  this  C np 
circumflance  gives  it  the  moft  decided  fuperiprftj  over 
the  common  inoculation,  fmee  it  obviates  the  v 
important  objection  urged  againft  this  pradtice  o:;  ■ 
ground  of  its  fpreading  a dangerous  and  highly  < • n- 
tagious  difeafe.  Even  in  other  refpedls  it  is  i.-r  r« 
able  to  Small-pox  inoculation,  for  while  it  i ,s  as 
' feel  a fecurity  from  all  future  contagion,  it  ch  ords 
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this  invaluable . benefit  on  mu^i  eafier  terms.'  The 
inoculated  Small-pox,  though  mild  in  moft  inftances, 
is  fometimes  fevere,  and  occafionally  fatal : the  inocu- 
lated Cow-pox,  on  the  contrary,  is  almoft  invariably 
.mild,  requires  no  confinement,  and  feldom  any  medical 
treatment,  produces  no  eruption  beyond  the  part  ino- 
culated, leaves  no  injury  to  the  general  health,  and,  if 
may  form  any  conclufion  from  the  extenfive  expe- 
rience of  Dr.  Jenner  and  pther  medical  practitioners, 
will,  when  properly  conduced,  never  endanger  life. 

The  intereit  excited  by  this  difcovery  has  been,  in 
fome  degree,  though  not  entirely,  proportionate  to  its 
high  importance.  The  new  inoculation  has  been 
extenfively  patronifed  in  this  its  parent  country  by  a 
large  body  of  enlightened  and  liberal  men,  and  by 
numerous  public  inftitutions,  whilfi  many  foreign 
nations,  with  a deference  to  this  country,  highly  flat- 
tering to  its  exalted  reputation  for  good  fenfe  and 
liberal  enquiry,  have  already  adopted,  add  are  rapidly 
extending  it  to  every  quarter  of  the  globe.  Above  all, 
the  Britifh  Parliament,  after  a long  and  accurate 
inveftigation  of  its  merits,  has  given  it  the  fandtion  of 
public  approbation,  by  bellowing  a reward  on  the 
difcoverer  of  this  invaluable  blefling. 
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It  mull  be  admitted  that  the  new  inoculation  has 
met  with  fome  oppofitionj  and  objections  have  been 
urged,  which  it  would  be  uncandid  to  pafs  over  in 
filence.  Some  of  thefe  objections,  and  certainly  the 
mod  weighty,  relate  to  matter  of  fa£b  and  actual 
Observation  ; others  have  a more  vague  and  uncertain 
balls.  It  is  unqueftioned,  that  fome  c^fes  have  occur- 
red, in  which  a fuppofed  inoculation  of  Cow-pox  has 
failed  to  produce  the  promifed  Security:  other  cafes 
have  been  met  with,  in  which  the  fymptoms  of  the 
difeafe  induced  by  inoculation  are  ftated  to  have  been 
fo  Severe,  and  even  fatal,  as  to  perplex  and  aftonifh 
thofe  who  had  been  accuftomed  to  view  in  the  new 
practice  nothing  but  an  uniformly  mild,  fafe  and 
effectual  preventative  of  a molt  formidable  contagion. 
In  anfwer  to  thofe  objections,  it  might  be  urged,  that 
were  all  the  alledged  in  fiances  of  ill  fuccefs  acknow- 
ledged to  be  true  in  their  fulleft  extent,  and  the  mild- 
nefs  of  Cow-pox  allowed  to  be  only  proportional,  ftill 
this  proportion,  compared  with  the  mod  favourable 
inoculation  of  Small-pox,  would  give  the  new  practice 
a mod  decided  claim  to  the  preference  of  individuals, 
whilll  its  uncontagious  nature  (which  is  not  difputed) 
would  equally  recommend  it  to  public  approbation. 
But  it  would  be  highly  unjuft  to  the  merits  of  Cow- 
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pox  inoculation  to  make  this  conceflion.  The  acflion 
of  Cow-pox  does  not  prevent  the  conftitution  from 
being  at  the  fame  time  attacked  by  infantile  and  other 
prevalent  difeafes,  fo  that  the  few  cafes  of  fatal  termi- 
nation imputed  to  this  fource  may  fairly  be  afcribed 
to  the  concurrent  operation  of  fome  mortal  dilorder 
wholly  unconnected  with  the  new  inoculation.  It  is 
the  more  candid  to  allow  of  this  explanation,  fince  by 
far  the  greater  number  of  the  fuppofed  failures  have 
been  actually  traced  to  fome  palpable  mifreprefentation 
of  facts,*  or  have  been  mot  fatisfactorily  accounted 
for,  from  the  want  of  experience  in  the  infancy  of  the 
practice,  to  afcertain  the  characteriftic  marks  of  the 
true  difeafe.  To  conduct  with  fafety  and  propriety 
this  inoculation,  fimple  as  it  is,  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  its  genuine  appearances,  and  of  the  fpurious  varieties 
which  fometimes  intrude,  is  indifpenfably  neceflary  ; 
its  fimplicity  has  introduced  fome  degree  of  carelefinefs 
in  attending  to  its  real  character ; fome  precautions, 
not  at  firlt  noticed,  are  now  found  to  be  requifite ; 

* Two  cafes  of  death  by  the  Cow-pox  having  hcen  publifhcd  in 
the  London  bills  of  mortality,  a committee  of  the  Jennerian  Society 
was  appointed  to  inveftigate  their  particulars. — The  committee  have 
reported,  on  the  mod  authentic  and  fatisfaclory  documents,  that 
there  was  not  the  flighted  foundation  for  attributing  thefe  in- 
flances  of  fatality  cither  immediately  or  remotely  to  the  Cow-pox. 
One  of  the  children  died  of  fcarlet  fever  twelve  months  after  it 
had  palled  through  the  vaccine  difeafe. — The  other,  of  convulfions 
from  teething  fourteen  weeks  afterwards. — In  both,  the  inoculation 
was  attended  by  none  but  the  mod  favourable  circumdauccs.  The 
.errors  arofe  with  the  Searchers. 
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for,  as  the  fuccefs  of  all  medical  practice  has  expe- 
rience for  its  bafis,  it  would  have  been  wonderful 
indeed,  and  next  to  miraculous,  if  every  circumftance 
relating  to  the  new  inoculation  had  been  at  once 
fuggefted  to  the  minds  of  its  earlieft  promoters  by 
intuitive  perception. 

Certain  opponents  of  the  new  praCHce  have  fpread 
an  alarm  of  fome  terrible  calamity,  fome  myfterious 
change  in  the  very  nature  and  propenfities  of  the  human 
race,  to  be  apprehended  from  the  introduction  of  a 
difeafe  originating  in  a brute  animal.  To  fuch  an 
objection  as  this,  which  has  never  been  fairly  brought 
forward,  and  is  even  now  almoft  entirely  abandoned, 
what  more  need  we  fay  in  reply,  than  that  it  is  a mere 
creature  of  the  imagination,  not  only  unfupported 
by  a fingle  fa£t,  or  probable  analogy,  but  aCtually 
deftroyed  by  the  experience  of  time  immemorial,  in 
the  countries  in  which  Cow-pox  was  firft  difcovered  ? 
"Since  then  the  infeCtion  derived  immediately  from  the 
animal  is  found  entirely  free  from-  thefe  objections, 
and  fince  fuccCflive  inoculations  from  one  human 
fubjeCt  to  another  have  hitherto  produced  no  other 
effeCt,  than  to  mitigate  all  the  fymptoms  that  attend 
the  original  difeafe,  what  is  there  of  prefumption  or 
rafhnefs  in  endeavouring  to  root  out  from  the  human 
race  a prefent  evil  of  gigantic  magnitude,  by  the  fub- 
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ftitution  of  a mild  and  benign  diforder,  derived  from 
an  animal  fo  long  devoted  to  the  fervice  of  mankind  ? 

Still,  however,  there  are  fome  who  without  openly 
controverting  the  fuperiority  of  this  new  difcovery, 
rejedb  it  in  pradbice,  limply  becaufe  the  Small-pox 
inoculation  has  fucceeded  with  themfelves  and  their 
families  to  the  utmoft  of  their  wilhes.  But  will  not 
the  feeling  and  confcientious  parent  experience  fome 
uneafinefs  in  refledKng,  that  whilft  his  own  child  is 
receiving  the  antidote , it  is  at  the  fame  time  fpreading 
the  poifon,  and  bringing  into  imminent  danger  the 
children  and  families  of  thofe,  who  have  not  thought 
proper,  or  found  it  convenient  to  refort  to  the  fecurity 
afforded  by  inoculation.  On  this  very  account,  Small- 
pox inoculation,  in  feveral  well  regulated  countries, 

/ 

has  been  prohibited  under  heavy  penalties,  or  pradtifed 
under  fevere  reftridHons. 

So  rapidly  is  the  new  inoculation  fpreading  through- 
out the  kingdom,  and  fo  ardently  is  it  now  patronifed 
by  private  and  public  favour,  that  we  cannot  but 
entertain  the  hope,  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  country 
will  now  eagerly  unite  in  the  great  undertaking  of 
extending  it  over  every  part  of  the  Britifh  empire. 
The  time  is  arrived  when  all  that  was  requisite  for 
experiment  has  been  more  than  amply  fulfilled,  and  a 
farther  delay  in  the  general  adoption  of  this  beneficial 
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pra£lice,  is  only  to  allow  needlefsly  of  the  lofs  of  thofe 
thoufands  of  lives  that  yearly  fall  a facrilice  to  the 
contagion  of  ^mall-pox.  So  completely  is  the  exter- 
mination of  this  definitive  difeafe  within  our  controul, 
that  could  inoculation  begin  at  the  fame  time  over  every 
part  of  the  kingdom,  a fingle  year,  a fingle  month, 
almofl  a fingle  week,  would  annihilate  a peftilence 
which  twelve  centuries  have  been  eftablifiiing.  ■ 

To  promote  this  laudable  work  by  the  high  example 
of  exalted  patronage,  by  the  advice  and  afliftancp  of 
public  bodies  long  accuftomed  to  lead  and  diret 
general  opinion,  by  the  a&ive  exertions  of  men  ha- 
bitually employed  in  carrying  into  execution  the  nobleft 
« 

and  molt  extenfive  undertakings,  by  the  united  fkill 
and  advice  of  the  medical  profeffion  in  every  part  of 
the  kingdom,  and  by  every  other  method  of  encourage- 
ment and  peffuafion,  is  the  object  of  our  Society; 
nor  have  we  any  fear  of  being  accufcd  of  preemption 
in  undertaking  more  than  we  can  hope  to  accomplifh, 
when  His  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  give  the  Society 
his  exprefs  fan&ion,  by  condefcending  to  become  its 
•patron;  and  when  we  can  boaft  of  the  higheft  additional 
fupport  and  afliftance  which  the  empire  can  bcftow. 

With  fuch  exalted  claims  to  public  encouragement, 
with  fuch  pure  and  unbiafied  motives  of  general  good, 
with  an  object  of  fuch  magnitude  to  be  accomplilhed

by  means  fo  Ample,  fo  fecure,  fo  effectual,  and  fo 
entirely  within  our  command,  we  leok  with  full  con- 
fidence to  the  Britilh  public  for  the  mod  cordial 
afliftance,  and  zealous  co-operation,  and  for  the 
cheering  influence  of  perfonal  example  to  remove 
prejudice  and  difpel  doubts:  we  expe£t  that  the 
enlightened,  the  benevolent,  and  the  opulent  will 
condefcend  with  patience  and  firmnefs  to  reafon  with 
the  uninformed,  and  will  affift  this  Society  with  con- 
tributions, with  advice,  with  example,  and  with 
perfuafion.  It  is  not  in  the  courfe  of  human  proba- 
bility that  centuries  will  again  prefent  fuch  an  oppor- 
tunity of  doing  good;  the  means  are  not  given  to 
every  age  to  difarm  the  dreadful  energy  of  a peftilence, 
which  regularly  deltroys  one  twelfth  part  of  the  human 
race ; and  as  this  our  native  ifland  has  been  the  noble 
fource  of  this  benefit  to  mankind,  let  us  be  the 
firft  to  carry  to  its  utmoft  extent  the  blefling  which 
Providence  has  put  into  our  hands;  fo  that  the  con- 
tagion of  Small-pox  may  be  known  to  our  pofterity 
only  in  hiltory,  and  recorded  as  the  defolating  cala- 
mity of  twelve  centuries,  at  lalt  fuccefsfully  refilled 
by  medical  lkill,  and  fubdued  by  a noble  effort  of 
public  fpirit  and  perfeverance. 


' PLAN  AND  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 

SOCIETY. 


I.  That  this  Society,  having  been  honoured  with 
the  gracious  patronage  of  their  Majefties,  be  deno- 
minated “ The  Royal  Jennerian  Society  for  the  Ex- 
“ termination  of  the  Small  Pox.” 

II.  That  this  Society  do  confift  of  a Patron,  a Pa- 
tronefs,  Vice -Patrons,  Vice-Patronefies,  Sub-Patron- 
efies,  a Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  Governors,  Truf- 
tees,  Directors,  a Medical  Council,  and  fuch  other 
officers  as  may  be  neceflary  for  conducting  the  bufi- 
nefs  of  the  Society. 

III.  That  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  annually,  or 
of  Five  Guineas  and  upward*  at  one  payment,  {hall 
be  confidered  as  Governors  of  the  Society. 

IV.  Any  perfon,  upon  the  payment  of  a legacy 
of  Twenty  Guineas  and  upwards  to  the  Society, 
fhall  become  a Governor. 

V.  There  fhall  be  four  General  Courts  held  in 
every  year,  viz.  on  the  firft  Wednefday  in  March* 
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June,  September  and  ^December.  Thefe  meetings 
fhall  be  called  by  advertifements  inferted  in  fix  of 
the  morning  papers,  at  lead  one  week  previous  to 
the  meeting.  At  thefe  meetings  twenty-four  fhall 
form  a quorum.. 

VI.  A Vice-Patron,  or  the  Prefident,  or  one  of 
the  Vice-Prefidents,  or,  in  their  abfence,  a Member 
pf  the  Board  of  Directors,  Ihall  take  the  Chair  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  fhall  regulate  all 
debates. 

VII.  At  any  General  Court,  the  bufinefs  fhall  com- 
mence by  reading  the  Minutes  of  the  lad  General 
Court,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  intervening  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  of  the  Medical 
Council,  fince  tKe  preceding  General  Court. 

VIII.  The  progrefs  of  the  Inditution  fhall  be  laid 
before  each  of  the  General  Courts,  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  Medical  Council. 

IX.  At  the  General  Court  in  March,  a Report 
of  the  date  of  the  Society  fhall  be  laid  before  the 
Governors : the  Board  of  Directors  and-  Medical 
Council  fhall  be  appointed,  when  of  each  body  one 
fourth  fhall  go  out  of  office  by  rotation.  (The  rota 
in  the  fird  indance  to  be  determined  by  numbers  and 
Jots.) 
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X.  The  Board  of  Directors  fhall  be  empowered 
to  call  a Special  General  Court,  whenever  they  deem 
it  expedient.' 

XI.  Any  twelve  Governors  may  call  a Special  Ge- 
neral Court  by  a requifition,  fpecifying  the  bufinefs 
in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, who  fhall  give  notice  in  fix  Morning  Papers, 
and  fend  fummonfes  to  each  Governor  (refident  in 
or  near  the  metropolis,)  four  days  at  Jeafl  before 
fuch  meeting  fhall  be  convened. 

XII.  No  new  Law,  nor  abrogation,  nor  alteration 
of  any  exifting  law  fhall  be  valid,  unlefs  confirmed 
at  a fubfequent  General  Court. 

XIII.  All  Queftions  brought  before  a General 
Court  fhall  be  determined  by  a majority  .of  the  Go- 
vernors then  prefent. 

XIV.  In  cafes  of  equality  of  Votes  at  any  Court, 
Board,  or  Committee,  the  Chairman  fhall  be  entitled 
to  a calling  Vote. 

XV.  Ladies,  Peers,  Members  of  Parliament,  and 
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the  Vice-Prefidents  may,  on  all  Queftions  to  be  de- 
cided by  Ballot,  vote  by  Proxy,  given  to  any  Go- 
vernor. 

> 
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XVI.  No  Governor,  who  fhall  be  more  than  one 
Year  in  Arrear,  fhall  have  any  power  or  privilege  as  a 
Governor,  until  fuch  Arrear  be  paid. 

XVII.  After  the  prefent  Year  (1803)  no  Perfon 

fhall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  Ele&ion  at  a General- 
« 

Court,  who  has  not  been  a Governor  fix  Calendar 
Months. 

XVIII.  No  Perfon  fhall  vote  on,  or  be  prefent 
during  the  decifion  of  any  queflion,  in  which  he  is 
perfonally  interefted. 

XIX.  Every  Governor  may  recommend  any  number 
of  Patients  for  the  benefit  of  inoculation. 

XX.  There  fhall  be  an  Annual  Feftival  on  the  yth 
of  May,  that  being  the  Birth-day  of  Dr.  Jenner. — 
This  Feftival  fhall  be  under  the  dire£Hon  of  twelve 
Stewards,  annually  appointed  by  the  Governors. 

,At  each  Anniverfary  the  Stewards  fhall  be  requefted 
to  prepare  twelve  new  Stewards  for  conducing  the 
1'ucCeeding  Feftivals.  No  Steward  fhall  be  liable  to  a 
greater  expence  at  the  Anniverfary  Feftival  than  Five 
Guineas. 

■ XXI.  The  number  of  Vice-Prefidents  and  of  Sub- 
Patronefles  fhall  not  be  lefs  than,  fifty  each. 

XXII.  The  Board  of  Directors,  in  addition  to  the 
Patrons,  Patronefles,  Prefident,  and  Vice-Prefidents, 
fhall  confift  of  forty-eight  Governors  who  are  not  of 
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the'  medical  profeffion  j Five  of  whom  {hall  be  a 
quorum.  This  Board  fhall  manage  the  general  affairs 
of  the  Society,  and  (hall  meet  on  the  firft  Wednefday 
in  every  month,  or  oftener  if  they  deem  it  neceffary. 

XXIII.  The  Medical  Council  (hall  confift  of 
a Prefident,  Vice-Prefident,  and  forty-eight  other 
Governors  of  the  medical  profeffion,  who  {hall  meet 
every  Thurfday,  or  as  often  as  they  (hall  judge  it 
neceffary ; Five  of  whom  {hall  be  a quorum. 

XXIV.  The  Medical  Council  {hall  affign  diltridts 
in  the  Metropolis  and  its  environs,  appoint  medical 
practitioners  to  inoculate  in  the  refpedtive  places,  give 
inftructions,  fuperintend  the  medical  concerns  of  the 
Society,  and  make  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  progrefs  of  inoculation  in  the  refpedtive  ftations. 

’ XXV.  The  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Medical 
Council  {hall  reciprocally  communicate  their  pro- 
ceedings. 

XXVI.  The  Metropolis  {hall  be  divided  into  twelve 
diftriCts,  or  more  if  neceffary,  each  of  which  {hall 
have  an  inoculator  or  inoculators : and  for  the 
prefent,  the  following  diltriCts  fhall  conftitute  the 
faid  divifion.

XXVII.  There  (hall  be  three  Truflees  who  fliall  be 
annually  elected  at  the  General  Court  in  March. — 
They  fliall  receive  all  money  due  to,  and  by  order  of 
■the  Board  of  Dire£lors  fliall  pay  all  money  due  from 
the  Society,  and  keep  an  account  of  ah  fuch  receipts 
and  payments. 

XXVIII.  The  accounts  of  the  Truflees  fliall  be 
audited  by  three  Auditors  appointed  at  the  General 
Court  in  December,  and  their  report  fliall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Society  at  the  General  Court  in  March. 

XXIX.  All  Sums  of  Money,  for  which  theDire£lors 
fhall  judge  there  fliall  be  no  prefent  occafion,  fliall  be 
by  their  order  to  the  Truflees  veiled  by  them,  in  their 
own  names,  in  the  public  funds. 

XXX.  The  appointment  of  a Secretary  and  Officers

officiate  at  all  General  Courts. 

XXXI.  All  other  Officers,  whofe  Election  is  not 
otherwife  provided  for,  fhall  be  eleCted  by  the  Gover- 
nors at  large. 

XXXII.  In  a central  part  of  the  Metropolis,  a 
Houfe  {hall  be  prepared,  which  fhall  be  called.  The 
Houfe  of  the  Royal  Jennerian  Society,  for  the  Exter- 
mination of  the  Small-pox. 

XXXIII.  In  this  Houfe,  Accommodations  fhall  *be 
provided  for  conducing  inoculation,  and  for  the 
Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Medical 
Council.

vaccine  pra£tice — for  diftributing  vaccine  matter  and 
inftru&ions;  and  for  all  other  public  buGnefs  of  the 
Society,  from  the  hours  of  Ten  in  the  forenoon  till 
Three  in  the  afternoon  every  day,  except  Sundays:, 
during  which  hours  perfons  of  all  ages  may  attend 
for  inoculation,  free  of  expencc,  and  applications  may 
je  made  to  the  ReGdent  Inoculator  and  Secretary  for 
the  above  purpofes. 

Two  Phyficians  and  one  Surgeon  of  the  Medical 
Council,  are  officially  attached  to  the  Central  Houfe 
for  every  month  in  rotation;  to  viGt  during  the  hours 
of  public  bufinefs  as  often  as  they  may  deem  necef- 
fary;  and  to  be  reforted  to  for  advice  on  particular, 
cafes  by  the  ReGdent  Inoculator,  whenever  he  may 
fee  occaGon  for  it. 

Perfons  having  been  inoculated  at  the  Central  Houfe 
are  required  to  attend  there  every  fourth  day,  till  they 
are  informed  that  fuch  attendance  is  no  longer  hecef- 
fary.

'•  sons  of  all  ages  may  attend  for  Inoculation

Persons  having  been  inoculated  are  required  to 
attend  at  the  fame  inoculating  ftation,  three  or  four 
times,  or  oftener  if  defired,  in  the  courfe  of  tire  next 
enfuing  fortnight,  viz.  on  every  other  inoculating 
day ; — in  order  that  the  progrefs  of  the  inoculation 
may  be  carefully  obferved,  fo  as  to  fatisfy  them  of 
being  fecured  from  the  Small-pox  for  ever  afterwards  : 
and  alfo  that  every  cafe  may  be  duly  regiftcred. 

Particular  care  mud  be  taken  to  avoid  injuring  the 
inoculated  arm  by  fqueezing,  rubbing,  or  fcratching

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  VACCINE 
INOCULATION. 


AN  ACCURATE  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  SIGNS  OF  INFECt 
TION,  AND  OF  THE  CHARACTER  AND,  PROGRESS  OF  THE 
VACCINE  VESICLE,  IS  ESSENTIAL  TO  THE  SUCCESS  OF 
THIS  INOCULATION. 


The  Signs  of  Infection,  and  Defcription  of  the 
Vaccine  Veficle. 

WHEN  Vaccine  Inoculation  proves  fuccefsful,  a 
fmall  red  fpot,  with  a degree  of  elevation  which  may 
be  felt,  commonly  Commences  on  the  third  day.  When 
examined  with  a magnifying  glafs,  it  feems  to  confift 
of  a fmall  tumour,  furrounded  by  a flight  efflorefccnce. 

Between  the  third  and  fixth  day,  a veficle  appears; 
the  fhape  and  magnitude  of  which  depend  much  on 
the  mode  in  which  the  inoculation  has  been  performed : 
when  it  is  performed  by  a flight  pundture,  the  veflcle 
will  be  fmall  and  circular. 
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The  edge  of  the  Vaccine  Veficle  is  elevated  and  well 
defined ; the- centre  is  depreffed,  and  a fpeck  is  there 
vifible,  of  a darker  colour  than  the  reft  of  the  furface. 
This  veficle  is  diftinguilhed  from  other  veficles  by  the 
peculiarity  of  its  ftru<flure,  which  is  cellular,  and 
fomewhat  hard  and  firm.  At  firft  it?  is  of  a light  pink 
colour,  fometimes  blended  with  a bluifli  tint,  gradually 
changing  in  its  progrefs  into  a pearl  colour.  Its  con- 
tents are  limpid,  and  almoft  colourlefs.  It  commonly 
increafes  in  fize  till  about  the  tenth  day. 

In  its  early  ftages  it  has  ufually  a fmall  inflamed 
ring  round  its  bafe,  which  about  the  ninth  day  begins 
to  fpread  rapidly  ; and  about  the  tenth  forms  anAreola, 
more  or  lefs  circular,  an  inch  and  half  or  more  in  dia- 
meter. This  areola  is  of  a pink,  fcarlet,  or  crimfon  hue; 
and  is  attended  with  fome  degree  of  hardnefs  and 
tumefa&ion.  It  continues  nearly  ftationary  a day  or 
two,  and  then  begins  to  fade ; fometimes  forming  on 
its  decline,  two  or  three  concentric  circles. 

When  the  areola  is  perfectly  formed,  the  veficle 
begins  to  decline  : firft  it  turns  brown  in  the  centre ; 
then  it  is  gradually  converted  into  a hard,  fmootli, 
fhining  fcab,  of  a dark  mahogany  brown  colour,  ap- 
proaching to  black;  and,  in  its  general  appearance, 
has  not  unaptly  been  compared  to  the  fe£tion  of  a 
tamarind  ftone.  This  fcab  commonly  falls  off  about 
the  end  of  the  third  week ; and  leaves  a circumfcribed

cicatrix,  clearly  denoting,  that  the  true  fkin  has  been 
affe&ed.  •

Occqftonal  Deviations  of  the  Vacfine  Veficle , 

from  its  ordinary  appearances  and  character.  • 

Deviations  are  occafionally  met  with,  even  in  the 
genuine  vaccine  veficle;  chiefly  with  regard  to  its  rife, 
duration,  and  contents. 

It  feldom  or  never  appears  earlier,  but  often  later 
than  the  period  already  mentioned ; fometimes  not  till 
after  the  expiration  of  a fortnight  or  three  weeks;  but 
if  it  then  makes  a regular  progrefs,  it.  renders  the 
.patient  equally  feeure.,  as  if  it  had  appeared  at  the  ufual 
time.  ...  . *•; 

Sometimes  the  veficle  is  ruptured  by  external  vio- 
lence. In  that  cafe,  the  fcab  will  in  general  be  lefs 
firm,  and  of  a lighter  colour.  Occafionally  alfo,  inftcad 
of  the  regular  progrefs  to  deficcation,  as  above  de- 
feribed,  it  pafles  into  a ftate  of  ulceration,  with  a much 
more  extended  inflammation. 

The  contained  fluid  inftcad  of  being  limpid  as  ufual, 
is  now  and  then  found  opake.

The  fuccefs  of  the  operation  is  doubtful,  when 
there  is  any  coflfiderable  deviation  from  the  ufual 
courfe  of  the  difeafe  ; whether  premature  inflamma- 

r . 

tion,  irritatfcQ,  itching,  or  vefication  occurs ; or  the 
progttfs  of  the  veficle  is  too  rapid,  its  contents  yellow 
or  opake,  its  texture  foft,  its  centre  elevated,  or  its 
form  not  well  defined ; or  whether  a premature  efflo- 
refcence  takes  place,  and  a diftindf,  vivid,  circum- 
fcribtd  areola  is  wanting. 

This  anomalous  veficle,  or  fpurious  puftule,  as  it  is 
called,  is  more  liable  to  be  broken  than  the  regular 
genuine  veficle,  from  its  centre  being  more  elevated, 
and  its  texture  lefs  firm.  When  broken,  it  is  fre- 
quently fucceeded  by  ulceration;  or  by  a light  brown, 
or  amber-coloured  creeping  fca}>. 
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Probable  Caufes  of  Spurious  Pii/lules. ' 

0 

Spurious  pullules  may  be  occafioned  not  only  by 
matter  taken  from  a fpurious  puftule,  but  alfo  by  mat- 
ter taken  from  a genuine  veficle  at  too  late  a period ; 
or  by  that  which  has  been  injured  by  keeping,  expofure 
to  heat,  or  any  other  c'aufe.  They  may  alfo  be  occa- 
fioned  by  ufing  rufty  lancets  in  inoculating ; — by  rude 
and  unlkilful  methods  of  performing  the  inoculation  j 
or  by  the  genuine  veficie  having  been  dellroyed  at  an 
early  flage;  and  the  regular  progrefs  of  . the  difeafe 
thus  interrupted. 


The  Methods  of  taking  Vaccine  Matter  for 

Inoculation,  and  of  preferring  and  conveying  it. 

Matter  may  be  taken  from  a genuine  veficle  at 
any  time,  from  its’  commencement  till  the  areola 
begins  to  fpread ; commonly  till  the  eighth  or  ninth 

i 

day,  fometimes  later,  but  never  after  the  areola  i. 
fully  formed. 

It  is  to  be  taken  by  fmall  fuperficial  pun£tures, 
made  in  feveral  parts  of  the  veficle  with  the  point  of 
a lancet  introduced  horizontally.  Time  fliould  be 
allowed  for  the  fluid  to  exude,  which  will  appear  on 
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the  v.e'ficle  in  the  form  of  fmall  pellucid  drops.  If 
neceffary,  very  flight  preflure  may  be  applied  with  the 
flat  furface  of  the  lancet,  to  quicken  the  difcharge. 

Great  caution  mud  be  obferved  in  this  procefs ; or 
violent  inflammation,  and  extenfive  ulceration  may 
fometimes  enfue. 

The  matter  may  be  received  on  the  points  of  com-* 
mon  lancets, 'when  it  is  defigned  for  ufe  immediately, 
or  within  a very  few  days;  otherwife  thefe  inftru'ments 
cannot  with  propriety  be  employed  either  for  the  pre- 
fervation  or  conveyance  of  vaccine  matter,  as  when 
charged  with  that  fluid  they  foon  ruft.  An  Ivory 
lancet  is  not  liable  to  this  obje&ion.  It  may  be  fixed 
in  a handle,  and  fcrewed  into  a cafe,  in  order  to 
exclude  air.  • . 

A common  method  is,  to  take  two  fmall  fquare 
pieces  of  glafs,  on  the  centre  of  one  of  which  the 
matter  may  be  received,  by  applying  the  glafs  to  the 
veficle,  punftured  in  feveral  places  in  the  manner 
before  defcribed,  and  covered  with  the  fluid : it  may 
then  be  fuffered  to  dry,  and  applied  to  the  veficle 
repeatedly.  "When  fully  charged,  and  dry,  it  is  to  be 
covered  with  the  correfponding  piece  of  glafs,  and 
wrapped  up  in  writing  paper,  or  goldbeater’s  fkin.  • 
Matter  may  alfo  be  taken  on  thread,  which,  being 
jmbued  with  it,  mull  be  fuffered  to  dry,  and  then 
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charged  again  : this  procefs  may  be  repeated  till  it  i» 
well  faturated  : it  may  be  kept  in  a phial,  or  in  a quill, 
or  a piece  of  a tobacco-pipe,  flopped  with  white  wax: 
— the  heat  neceffary  to  melt  fealing-wax  might  injure 
the  matter. 

Another  way  of  preferring  matter  is  to  take  it  on 
the  end  of  a quill,  which,  when  dry,  may  be  inferted 
into  the  barrel  of  another  quill : or  if  flerttier  portions 
of  a quill  be  pointed  like  tooth-picks,  a number  of 
them,  when  charged,  may  be  inclofed  in  the  barrel  of 
one  quill.  Thefe,  as  well  as  the  thread,  afford  conve- 
nient modes  of  conveying  the  matter  in  a letter  to  any 
diftant  place. 

A fmall  inftrument  made  of  ivory,  fhaped  like  the 
tooth  of  a comb,  and  pointed  like  a lancet,  which 
may  be  called  a Vaccinator,  is  in  every  refpedl  as  well 
adapted  to  the  fame  purpofe ; and  not  being  liable  to 
bend,  it  is  introduced  into  the  puncture  with  more 
eafe  and  certainty  than  the  tooth.-pick.  Thefe  inftru- 
ments  require  much  lefs  matter  to  charge  them  than 
thread  or  glafsj  but  when  they  are  not  intended  to  be 
ufed  foon,  they  ought  to  be  repeatedly  charged. — 
When  they  are  to  be  ufed  in  a fhort  time,  it  is  fuffi- 
eient  to  wrap  them  in  paper. 

Matter  muff  always  be  allowed  to  dry  without  heat 
in  the  fhade,  and  be  kept  in  a dry  and  cool  place. 
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Every  praCtitioner  who  has  not  a conftant  fucc'eflion 
of  patients,  ought  to  take  matter  when  he  has  an  op- 
portunity, and  to  preferve  it  for  any  future  occafion. 


The  Modes  of  Inoculation. 

..  t,  -) 

The  conftitutional,  as  well  as  tire  local  fyinptoms 
of  tire  V accine  Affedtion,  depend  in  a great  degree  on 
the  mode  in  which  the  virus  is  inferted.  The  fmaller 
the  wound  of  the  Ikin  is,  the  lighter  in  general  is  the 
difeafe. 

Fluid  matter  is  better  than  dry,  when  it  can  be 
procured,  becaufe  it  is  more  likely  to  produce  infec- 
tion ; and  the  operation  is  more  lightly  and  quickly 
performed.  Hence  it  is  evident,  that  in  every  inftance 
where  it  is  practicable,  the  patient  from  whom  the 
matter  is  to  be  taken  fhould  be  prefent,  and  the  matter 
fhould  be  transferred  immediately  from  arm  to  arm. 

Inoculation  is  generally  performed  in  the  upper  arm, 
near  the  infertion  of  the  deltoid  mufcle  ; but  in  fome 
adults,  who  are  likely  to  ufe  the  arm  much-  it  is  more 
advifeable  to  inoculate  on  the  infide  of  the  ].><*,  ::;t V 

below  the  knee. 

The  point  of  a lancet  being  charged,  the  (kin  fhould 
be  flretched,  that  the  cuticle  may  be  penetrated  with 
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mole  cafe.  A fmall  fuperficial  pupddure  is  then  to 
be  made  with  the  point  of  the  lancet,  which  will  be 
more  likely  to  leave  the  matter  in  contadd  with* the 
Ik  in,  and  to  produce  the  defired  effedd,  if  it  be  held 
nearly  in  a horizontal  direddion.  It  is  alfo  worthy  of 
remark,  that  when  held  in  this  direddion,  the  lancet 
meets  with  greater  obflruddion  when  it  Has  penetrated 
to  a fulEcient  depth.  On  the  contrary,  when  it  is 
inferted  in  a more  oblique  or  a perpendicular  direc- 
tion, it  often  penetrates  fuddenly  to  fuch  a depth  as 
to  caufe  an  effufion  of  blood,  which  wafhes  away  the 
matter,  and  prevents  the  operation  from  fucceeding. 
In  order  to  render  infeddion  more  certain,  the  point  of 
the  lancet  may  be  charged  with  matter  a fecond  time, 
and  wiped  on  the  punddure. 

When  feveral  fucceiTive  inoculations  are  to  be 
performed,  the  lancet  fhould  be  dipped  in  cold  water, 
and  wiped  after  every  punddure. 

Dry  matter  has  been  fometimes  known  to  fucceed 
after  the  expiration  of  feveral  months,  but  that  which 
js  recent  is  always  preferable. 

Dry  matter  on  giafs  may  be  molftened  with  a little 
cold  or  t pid  water  on  the  point  of  a lancet,  allowing 
it  feme  tune  to  diflolve,  and  blending  it  by  a little 
friction  with  the  lancet.  It  mull  not  be  much  diluted, 
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but  of  a thick  confidence.  It  is  to  be  inferted  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  recent  fluid. 

Bry  matter  on  the  barrel  of  a quill  may  be  applied 
without  dilution,  to  a very  fmall  abrafion  or  incifion 
of  the  fkin;  and,  being  held  in  contact  for  fome  time, 
and  then  repeatedly  drawn  over  the  part,  it  will  dif- 
folve  and  be  lodged  in  the  wound. 

When  iv<Jfry  lancets,  toothpicks,  and  vaccinators, 
charged  with  dry  matter,  are  ufed,  the  matter  fhould 
not  be  firfl:  diluted,  but  a puncture  having  been  firft 
made  with  a common  lancet,  the  point  of  the  inftru- 
ment  is  to  be  inferted,  and  held  in  the  pun&ure  half 
a minute  or  more ; when  the  matter  will  gradually 
diflolve,  and  remain  in  die  part.  If  the  part  of  the 
inftrument  which  is  charged,  be  afterwards  wiped 
repeatedly  upon  the  edges  of  die  puncture,  it  will 
tend  to  enfure  fuccefs. 

Thread,  charged  with  dry  matter,  may  be  ufed 
either  dry  or  juft  moiftened  with  cold  or  tepid  water. 
A flight  incifion  or  abrafion  is  then  to  be  made,  not 
more  than  an  eighth  part  of  an  inch  in  length,  on 
which  rnall  portion  of  the  diread  is  to  be  placed. 
This  is  to  be  covered  with  a fmall  bit  of  paper,  and  to 
be  retained  two  or  three  days  by  a mild  adhefive 
plaifter : what  is  called  court  plaifter  is  liable  to  pro- 
duce irritation. 
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Inoculated  patients  mult  be  cautioned  not  to  wear 
tight  fleeves,  and  not  to  injure  the  arm  by  preffure, 
friftion,  or  any  other  violence,  left  extenfive  inflam* 
.mation  or  ulceration  fhould  enfue. 

One  vaccine  veficle  fecures  the  patient  from  all 
danger  of  the  fmall-pox  ; but  in  many  inftances  it  is 
better  to  inoculate  in  both  arms,  efpecially  when  the 
fmall-pox  is  epidemic,  or  the  matter  is  dry,  or  the 
place  of  the  patient’s  refidence  diftant. 

Lancets  ufed  for  inoculation  fhould  be  kept  clean 
and  bright. 


Constitutional  Symptoms. 

The  conftitutional  fymptoms  fometimes  occur 
at  a very  early  period  ; but  more  commonly  from  the 
feventh  to  the  eleventh  day. 

In  fome  cafes  the  patient  is  drowfy ; in  others  reft- 
lefs.  Sometimes  there  is  a chillioefs,  fucceeded  by 
heat,  thirft,  head-ach,  and  other  marks  of  febrile 
afFe&ion.  Now  and  then  a ficknefs  or  vomiting  takes 
place,  efpecially  in  infants. 

The  conftitutional  fymptoms,  of  whatever  kind,  are 
in  general  flight  and  tranflent,  and  fuch  as  require  no 
remedy. 
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In  a great  proportion  of  cafes  there  is  no  percepti- 
ble indifpofition ; nevcrthelefs,  the  perfon  vaccinated  f 
is  not  the  lefs  fecure  from  the  future  infection  of  the 

Small-pox,  provided  tlie  progrefs  of  the  veficle  has 
• , • 
been  regular  and  complete. 

Care  muft  be  taken  not  t''  onfound  the  fymptoms 
of  infantile  or  other  difeafes  ’th  thofe  of  vaccine 
inoculation.

Medical  Treatment* 

• In  general  no  medicine  is  required  in  this  mild 
affe&ion ; but  if  the  fymptoms  happen  to  run  a little 
more  high  than  ufual,  the  fame  remedies  are  to  be 
applied,  as  if  they  proceeded  from  any  other  caufe. 

No  preparation  is  neceflary;  and  no  cathartics  need 
be  given  either  before  or  after  vaccination. 

Should  inflammation  of  the  arm  exceed  the  ufual 
bounds,  which  rarely  happens  but  from  tight  fleeves, 
preflure,  or  fri&ion,  it  may  foon  be  checked  by  the 
very  frequent  application  of  comprefles  of  linen  dipped 
in  water,  aqua  lithargyri  acetati  compofita,  or  a folu- 
tion  of  one  drachm  of  cerufla  acetata  in  a pint  of 
water.  Thefe  are  to  be  applied  cold. 

If  the  fcab  be' rubbed  off  prematurely,  and  ulcera- 
tion take  place,  cooling  and  aftringent  applications

may  be  ufed,  fuch  as  a drop  of  aqua  lithargyri^acetati, 
which  fhould  be  allowed  to  dry  on  the  part,  and  then 
be  covered  with  comprefies,  dipped  in  water,  or 
any  of  the  faturnine  applications  above  mentioned,  and 
frequently  renewed. 

When  the  ulceration  deep  or  extenfive,  a poultice, 
either  of  bread  and  milk,  or  of  bread  with  any  of  the 
faturnine  preparations  may  be  applied,  as  the  cafe 
feems  to  require.  They  mull  never  be  applied  till 
they  are  nearly,  or  quite  cold. 

In  fueh  foul  and  obftinate  fores,  as  refill  the  fore- 
going applications,  the  unguentum  hydrargyri  nitrati ; 
the  argentum  nitratum,  or  other  fimilar  applications, 
are  fometimes  reforted  to  with  advantage.  A fingle 
drefling  with  thefe  • fubftances  is  ufually  fufficient; 
after  which  the  fore  heals  under  the  mildelt  applica- 
tions. . 

Spurious  puftules  are  frequently  followed  by  ulce- 
ration at  an  early  period.  This  ulceration  is  to  be 
treated  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  proceeded  from 
the  genuine  fpecies. 

An  afiurance  of  perfedl  fecurity  from  vaccine  ino- 
culation can  only  be  obtained  by  carefully  obferving 
the  whole  progrefs  of  the  difeafe.  If  any  doubt  re- 
main, tire  operation  ought  to  be  repeated. 
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When  the  patient  has  been  previoufly  expofed  to 
the  infedtion  of  the  Small-pox,  that  difeafc  will  be 
fuperfeded  more  or  lefs,  according  to  th*  ■ . v/hidb 
is  fullered  to  elapfe  before  the  inoi-tu?  - he 
Cow-pock. 

The  advantages  of  vaccine  inoculation  ; 
fully  afcertained,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  m^r;^r,6f 
fociety,  and  particularly  of  every  member  o.  the  « 
medical  profeffion,  to  difcourage  the  inoculation  of 
-he  Small-pox.
